The great battle on the western 


front where

Germans are assaulting the French 
lines along a 25-mile front to the 
north of the fortress of Verdun is 
the outstanding feature in the cur- 
rent war news. 


To take the fortress of Verdun is 


one of 'the 
chief 
ambitions 
with 


which the German crown prince has 
been credited. 
The present effort 


under his command is on a 
scale 


that indicates the most determined 
effort yet of his armies 
to 
break 


down the barriers with which the 
French has protected their strong- 
bold and get within striking distance 
of the fortress itself. 


At last accounts the battle 
was 


still raging with great fury, 
both 
sides keeping up a continuous fire 
from all >available 
artillery 
and 


throwing of masses of troops into 
the fray. 
Losses on each side have 


been extremely heavy. 


In the fighting during the second 


day of the great battte the

mans pushed their way at points two 
miles inside

lines, penetrating as far as the vil- 
age of Haumont, less than

miles from the fortress. The French

for on the mine run basis. Ohio op- 
erators, it is said, will eventually ac- 
cept mine run if they can have the 
same protective 
measures, 
which 


they say, assure the production of 
clean coal. 
Indiana operators will 


take mine run provided they can 
have the same wage rates as obtain 
in Illinois where the miners work 
on the run of mine system.

PICKED UP IN 


BOTTLE AT SEA

bottle containing the messages from 
commander Uhle, near Gothcnberg 
Four letters were found, 
two ad- 


dressed to the parents of the Zep 
pelin commander and one each to his 
wife and child. The letters

third states that the airship was 100 
metres above the water, that
